- The Genus Psyche.— Through the kindness of Mr. Doubleday, M. Bruand has 

been enabled to examine our British species of Psyche, and pronounces the following 

opinion : — 

Reticella, Newm., is new ; it is near to undulella, and also another species, which 

_ he proposes to call reticulella. 

Radiella, Curt. = pulla of Esper. 

Nitidella, Steph. = intermediella. 

Fenella, Newm. = opacella of Herrick-Scheffer: the pretended two species taken 
by Mr. Weaver in New Forest and Scotland certainly belong to this one species. 

Nigricans, Curtis is near villosella, but Bruand believes it distinct: it is abundant 

at Lyons, as elsewhere ; he proposed to call it nigricautella. 

Aquatic Vivarium at Regent's Park.— Mr. Mitchell, the energetic and most in- 
defatigable Secretary of the Zoological Society, has it in contemplation to erect an 
aquarium. for marine and freshwater fish, in the Gardens at Regent's Park. It will 
be after the model of those described by Mr. Warington, in the ‘ Zoologist,’ two years 
ago, but on a much larger scale. The sides will be of thick plate glass, and the com- 
partments will be severally filled with river and sea water, fluviatile and marine plants 
being introduced. The whole will be slightly elevated, so that the fishes will be on a 
level with the eye of the spectator, and consequently such a facility will be afforded 
for watching their motions and observing their economy, as has never been enjoyed 
previously.

Mollusks in Holothuride.—Professor Muller, whose accuracy of observation is un- 
questionable, has discovered minute mollusks in the ovarial sacs of Synapta digitata, 
gue of the Holothuride ; his observations were repeated sixty-nine times, and always 
with the same result. On a fact so anomalous grave doubts will of course arise in the 
mind of every systematic naturalist, such, for instance, as that the mollusks, having 
been swallowed, had been found in the stomach or intestines, rather than the ovary ; 
put the learned Professor has foreseen the probability of this surmise, and has satisfied 
himself that it is totally unfounded. 

Objects prepared for the Microscope. — Dr. Adolf Oschatz, at Berlin (Stallschrei- 
ber-strasse, No. 33}, as for some years occupied himself with preparing phytological, 
zoological, and geological objects for the use of the microscope. With a machine of 
his own invention, he has been enabled to give these preparations a finish, and to dis- 
sect objects hitherto attempted in vain by even the most skilful opticians, Lecturers 
will find in the collection he has made ample materials for illustrating every branch of 
Natural History; and it is to be hoped that the public will know how to appreciate 
the services of a man who has laboured so ardently to facilitate the study of physiolo- 
logical science. We shall recur to this subject, and at present confine ourselves to 
stating that the price of the preparations is very moderate.—X. Y. Z. 3 


ZOOLOGICAL NOTES AND QUERIES. 


The supposed new Syngnathus.—The Rev. Mr. Harris's description and figures of 
this minute fish have been submitted to Mr. Yarrell, who pronounces the specimen to 
be a very young individual of Syngnathus lumbriciformis. The membrane of its dor- 
sal fin is as thin as the finest gold-beater’s skin, and its form is not to be depended on 
as affording a safe specific character. 

The Sandstone Fossil.— The Rev. Mr. Harris’s beautiful delineation of this has 
been submitted to our best geologists, but has not been recognized: would he kindly 
entrust me with the specimen ? 


The Warrington Sandpiper. — Is not the decribed by Mr. Reid in your 


last number, the Tringa Bartramia of Wilson’s ‘ American Ornithology’? At least, 
the two descriptions seem’ to agree very closely ; but of course it is not possible to de- 
cide without inspecting the actual specimen.—A. G. More; Bembridge, Jan. 24, 1851. 

Killing Reptiles —In answer to Mr, Guyon’s inquiry as to the best method of kill- 
ing reptiles (Zool. 3332), I can say that I have been told that a small plug of tobacco 
introduced into the mouth of any of the Ophidia, at once destroys vitality. I have 
not tried the plan myself, and, in the case of the viper would not do so without much 
caution, but I was told of it by an old man, who said he had used it many times with- 
out its failing to kill the animal immediately. — Humanitas. 

Inquiry respecting Beetles.—I inclose a few small beetles, which I wish you to “a 
s0 good as to name in your next number. I took them at night, in a damp chamber 
which has just been added to my house, and which adjoins a barn. Those with the 
longest antenne are very active, and appear, when on the wall, to be seeking food ; the 
other two kinds (I think there are two) are very sluggish in their movements. What 
struck me most was their being about at all at this season of the year.—J. Johnson ; ;
